What the Bible Says About a Godly 
Attitude Toward Heresy

In these days of theological confusion and ecclesiastical compro- 
mise, what is the biblical position for an evangelical to assume toward 
heretics and false religious teachers? Are we to patronize them, associ- 
ate with them, accept their sponsorship, increase their numbers, send 
them converts, add to their prestige, follow their leadership, identify 


our churches with them, and obliterate important biblical distinctions 


with them? The Bible’s answer is clear. 


1. Try them ...I1-John 4:1, “Beloved, believe not every spirit, but 
try the spirits, whether they be of God; because many false 
prophets are gone out into the world.” 


2. Mark them . . . Romans 16:17, “Now I beseech you brethren, mark 
them which cause divisions sae offenses contrary to the doctrine 
which ye have learned; and avoid them.” Verkuyl says, “and to 

- keep away from them.” 


3. Rebuke them ... Titus 1:13, “This witness is true. Wherefore re- 
buke them sharply, that they may be sound in the faith.” 
Verkuyl, “Correct them sternly.” 


4. Have no fellowship . . . Ephesians 5:11, 
with the unfruitful works of darkness, 
them.” Verkuyl says, ““Expose them.” 


5. Withdraw thyself ... II Thessalonians 3:6, “Now we command you, 
brethren, in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye with- 
draw yourselves from every brother that walketh disorderly, 
and not after the tradition which ye received of us.”

6. Receive them not ...II John 10, 11, “If there come any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, receive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed; For he that biddeth him God speed 
is partaker of his evil deeds.” Verkuyl says, “Do not extend 
him your greeting.” To our day false teachings are fostered 
by misplaced hospitality. 


7. Have no company with him ... II Thessalonians 3:14, “And if any 
man obey not our word by this epistle, note that man, and have 
no company with him, that he may be ashamed.” Berkeley Ver- 
sion says, “Do not get mixed up with him, so he may grow 
ashamed,” 


8. Reject them ... Titus 3:10, ““A man that is an heretic after the 
first and second admonition, reject.” 


9. Be ye separate ... II Corinthians 6:17, ‘““Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and touch not 
the unclean thing; and I will receive you.” 


who were largely dependent upon 
their bounty, we see evidences of 
grace working in their souls, and 
can understand something of what 
our own attitude ought to be 
when, blessed ourselves, we look 
upon a vast host who are suffer- 
ing for the lack of what God has 
so graciously lavished upon us. 

These two divisions of this great 
chapter answer to the two aspects 
of sacrifice brought before -us in 
our text. In verse fifteen we have 
the sacrifice of praise to God; the 
fruit of lips that confess the name 
of Jesus. Whereas in verse SIix- 
teen we have the sacrifice of min- 
istering to those in need; doing 
good and sharing with others 
what God has given to us. 


I. The First Fruits of Our, 
Lips, the Sacrifice of 
Praise to God 


This sacrifice of praise can be 
presented to God only by those 
who are in happy relationship 
with Himself. None but redeemed 
people can come into His holy 
presence as worshipers. Worship 
is not merely the observance of 
some religious ceremony; neither 
does it consist in listening to a 
sermon nor in presenting our peti- 
tions in prayer. It is a great mis- 
take to think of worship as the 
enjoyment of soulful and beauti- 
ful music. Carnal and even uncon-

In a good Christian magazine, one department appears 


each month labeled, “The Budding of the Fig Tree 
news Or opinion or expositions of Scripture, 
that the small nation of Jews, organized in May,

spake. Strangely enough, 


restoration of Israel, 
gathering of Israel so plainly 
prophesied in the Bible, and 
that this is a sign that the 
present age is about to end 


and that Jesus must come 


very soon. 

A kindly, good man, a devoted 
servant of Christ and a Jewish 
missionary leader offers to THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD an article en- 
titled, “The Revival of Israel—Is 
It of God?” and he attempts to 
prove that the prophesied regath- 
ering of Israel has taken place, 


that the prophecy is thus being 
fulfilled, and that the chain of 
events which are prophesied to 
surround the second coming of 
Christ and Christ's literal reign 
on earth have already begun. 


These things are symptoms of 
a remarkable tendency among 
good Christians who are premil- 
lennial in belief, that is, those 
who look for Christ to come per- 
sonally. It is a tendency to try 
to learn ahead of time the time 
of Christ’s return. Jesus plainly 
said, “But of- that day and that 
hour knoweth no man, no, not the 
angels which are in heaven, neith- 
er the Son, but the Father. Take 
ye heed, watch and pray: for ye 
know not when the time is” 
(Mark 13:32, 33). Yet people still 
try to prophesy approximately 
when Christ will return. 

Jesus said most plainly and em- 
phatically to the apostles, “It is 
not for you to know the times 
or the seasons, which the Father 
hath put in his own power” (Acts 
1:7), relating to the time when 
He would “restore again the king- 
dom to Israel.” Yet people still 
try to learn what God has said 
they cannot know. They presume 
to find signs to determine things 
that Jesus plainly said the Father 
has kept in His own power and 
are not for them to know! 

The great interest in prophecy 
and widespread misunderstanding 
of the Scriptures on this matter 
leads us to try to answer, with

Scriptures, the above three ques- 
tions. 


I. Is the Founding and Growth 
of the New Small State of 
Israel in Palestine Now the 
Prophesied “Budding of 
' the Fig Tree” Mentioned 
by Jesus in Mat- 
thew 24:32,33? 


The answer is a positive and 
easily proven “NO!” 

The Scripture in Matthew 24: 
32, 33 does not refer to the pres- 
ent time and does not refer to the 
Jews now in Palestine. In the 
sense of that Scripture, the fig 
tree is not now budding. That 
we will prove simply by begin- 
ning earlier in the same chapter. 
Please read with me from that 
same twenty-fourth chapter of 
Matthew, verses 29-33. 

“Immediately after the tribula- 
tion of those days shall the sun 
be darkened, and the moon shall 
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and the stars 
from heaven, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken: And then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in heaven: 
and then shall all the tribes of 
the earth mourn, and they shall 
see the Son of man coming in the 
clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory. And he shall send his 
angels with a great sound of a 
trumpet, and they shall gather 
together his elect from the four 
winds, from one end of heaven to 
the other. Now learn a parable 
of the fig tree; When his branch 
is yet tender, and putteth forth 
leaves, ve know that summer is 
nigh: So likewise ye, when ye 
shall see all these things, know 
that it is near, even at the doors.” 

When will the events mentioned 
in this Scripture occur? The 
Scripture above in verse 29 tells 
us plainly they will occur “im- 
mediately after the tribulation of 
those days.” 

The “tribulation” in the Bible 
is sometimes called the “Great 
Tribulation.” It is also called “‘the 
time of Jacoeb’s trouble” (Jer. 30: 
7). 

In Daniel, chapter 9, seventy 
weeks of Jewish history are pro- 
phesied. We are told that sixty- 
nine of these weeks of years would 
be fulfilled up to the coming of 
the Messiah the Prince (verse 25). 
Then we are told of a “prince that 
shall come,” evidently the Anti- 
christ. He will make a covenant 
with some Jews for one week of 
years. In the midst of the week, 
that is, after 3% years, he will 
commit the “abomination of deso- 
lation.”” And the last half of the 
week of years, which is variously 
named as 3% years or 42 months 
or 1,260 days, will be the “Great 
Tribulation.” 

I think it is very clear from 
many Scriptures that the rapture, 
with Christ catching up to meet 
Him in the air all the saved and 
raising the Christian dead, is the 
next thing on God’s program. The 
Antichrist, the Man of Sin, can- 
not be revealed until that time, as 
I understand II Thessalonians 2: 
3 and other Scriptures. At any 
rate, it is clear that after the 
Antichrist rules in great terror 
and persecution and great plagues 
come upon the earth, then Christ 
Himself shall return with saints 
and angels to set up His kingdom 
on earth, will fight the Battle 
of Armageddon, destroy His ene- 
mies, judge the nations, will re- 
gather every Jew in the world, 
purge out the rebels, and establish 
His kingdom on David's , throne. 

Now summarizing briefly, ac- 
cording to verse 29 above, froni 
Matthew 24, it. becomes clear 
that the events mentioned in this 
passage must occur “after the 
tribulation of those days.” It is 
not now after the tribulation, so 
the events mentioned are not now 
happening, and the “sign of the 
fig tree’ mentioned here is not 
now occurring. 


So the little nation of Israel, 
with less than a million people 
who have gone back to Palesfine 
and, by trickery, by seizing the 
property of Arabs, sometimes by 
murder, as well as by hard work 
and politics, have founded a nation 
of Jews called Israel—that is not 
the prophesied “budding of the 
fig tree’ of which Jesus spoke. 


What are the events which con- 
stitute the seit of the fig 
tree? 


Look at the Sertptires above. 
From verse 29 we see great natur- 
al cataclysms. “The sun shall be 
darkened, and the moon shall not 
give her light, and the stars shall 
fall from heaven, and the powers 
of the heavens shall be shaken.”’

CHAPTER 6 


Read Revelation 13. 

It is exceedingly easy to make 
@ lot of guesses and speculations 
on matters of prophecy. Many 
have done so and have likewise 
brought into disrepute the teach- 
ing of the second coming and re- 


lated events. Therefore. we will 
continue to follow carefully the 
Word of God. 

In the last message we dis- 


cussed briefly the coming Anti- 
christ, his characteristics, and his 
work. We noted that John said, 
“Little children, it is the last 
time: and as ye have heard that 
antichrist shall come, even now 
are there many _ antichrists;: 
whereby we know that it is the 
last time’ (I John 2:18). 

There are many antichrists 
and men against our Saviour are 
antichrists. But let us notice that 
there is coming an Antichrist. The 
Antichrist will be a person. He 
will be a man just as Christ was 
@ man. When the Word of God 
speaks of the Antichrist, the mas- 
culine pronoun “he” is’ used. 


When will this Antichrist ap- 
pear? He will appear when the 
church has been-raptured and the 
Holy Spirit has been taken away. 
“For the mystery of iniquity 
doth already work: only he who 
now ictteth will let, until he be 
taken out of the way. And then 
Bhall that Wicked be revealed. 
whom the Lord shall consume 
with the spirit of his mouth, and 
shall destroy with the brightness 
of his coming.’’—II Thess.

When Dr. Selman Waksman, 
the co-discoverer of streptomycin, 
was in Stockholm, Sweden, to re- 
ceive the 1952 Nobel Prize for 
medicine from King Gustav Adolf, 
he had two visitors who greatly 
warmed his heart. A Swedish 
engineer and his little daughter 
called at his hotel and the child 
gave Waksman five carnations, 
one flower for each year of her 
life made possible by streptomy- 
cin. The father explained that five 
years previously she had been 
stricken with meningitis. Just as 
doctors were giving up hope for 
her recovery, discovery of strepto- 
mycin reached Sweden and her 
life was spared. The great scien- 
tist, who was noticeably moved, 
later remarked to the press: “I 
consider this a greater honor than 
receiving the Nobel Prize.’ What 
a fitting reward for a worthy 
scientist! 

Yet how tame the thrill of that 
truly. blessed experience as com-

More and more Americans are 
gulping down tranquilizer pills in 
a frantic effort to escape tension 
and free themselves from anxiety. 
These pills have been billed as 


a sure way to beat the heavy ten- 
sions of our atomic age living 
without the dangerous afteref- 
fects of habit-forming narcotic 


drugs. Although tranquilizers first 
appeared only about three years 
ago, they are now second only 
to anchromycin (an antibiotic) in 
the number of prescriptions writ- 
ten in the United States. 


But Dr. Keith F. Killam, a Los 
Angeles authority on the effect of 
tranquilizers on the brain, says: 
“These things are too potent to 
be messing around with over-the- 
counter sales.’ Killam went on to 
say, “Counting on tranquilizers is 
like driving a car without a clutch 
pedal—pretty soon you don’t want 
to go back to a car with a clutch 
pedal.”

“Seeking a City” 


A New Novel by the Editor 


Reviewed by Evangelist Robert L. Sumner 


Here is one of the most spirit- 
ually rewarding, personally profit- 
able novels to be published in the 
last decade. Yet Seeking a Cily is 
more than a novel, it is an en- 
lightening Bible course, a _bio- 
graphical sketch and a character 
study all rolled into one compact 
volume, The reader .will come 
away from this refreshingly dif- 
ferent book with a much deeper 
insicht into the character of Ab-° 
raham, Sarah and Isaac. Even 
Lot, Rebekah, Hagar, Ishnaci and 
Eliezer will take on new signifi- 
cance and be studied more closely 
after the reader has finished this 
thrilling novel with its tender 
mingling of romance and redemp- 
tion. 


The author says 
he wrote the first 
draft of this book 
in “five pressure- 
filled days.” That 
may be true, but 
a half century of 


close communion 
with God and con- 
stant meditation 


in the law of the 
Lord have gone in- 
to the background, 
providing a wealth of informa- 
tion about the times and customs 
of Abraham’s day. Writing a novel 
about Bible characters is always a 
ticklish job, but Dr. Rice » ap- 
proaches his subject with a hum- 
ble reverence. Exact Bible word- 
ing is used in conversations where 
the communion is recorded in the 
Bible. He is amazingly accurate 
in painting pen pictures of the 
Biblical record, considering the de- 
tail into which he goes. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the reader may be 
surprised at several statements 


Sumner 


_in the book, but when he takes 


the time and trouble to check, he 
will find the author completely 
correct in every point. The foot- 
notes throughout the novel giving 
detailed explanation and reference 
to the narrative enhance its edu- 
cational value tremendously. 


The book is very interesting. I 
read it through at one sitting and 
found it not at all tiring. This is 
saying’ quite a bit since the author 
writes under a tremendous handi- 
cap for any novelist—the reader 
knows in advance how it will turn 
out—yet deep interest is main- 
tained chapter after chapter. Even 
the detail is woven into the fabric 
of the story so masterfully it does 
not hinder readability. You will 
thrill at the charm in the account 
about the awakening of Abram’s 
love for his half-sister, Sarai, the 
various testings which Abram 
faced in his quest to be a friend of 
God, the lapse of faith when Sarai 
gave Abram Hagar to wife, the 
joy in the miraculous birth of 
Isaac, whose name means “laugh- 
ter,” and the thrilling picture of 
the coming Christ’s crucifixion 
and resurrection at Calvary as 
portrayed in the offering of Isaac. 
There are no dull chapters in 
this book! 


Seeking a City will be of in- 
estimable value for the wealth of 
information it contains about the 
times and customs in Abraham’s 
day. However, the thrilling re- 
view of prophetic lore showing 
convincingly how Abraham and 
Sarah knew about “the Seed of 
the woman” will surely strength- 
en the faith of one and ali in 
Biblical inspiration. Dr. Rice has 
proven that the entire story of re- 
demption was highlighted for Ab- 
raham in type, symbol and word 
in a manner that could not be 
accidental. In like manner, the 
story of ‘salvation is set forth 
clearly in the volume, making it 
an ideal book to place in the hands 
of unsaved friends and loved ones. 
It is a book they will read with 
interest, delight and conviction. 


Some of you, perhaps, like this 
reviewer before he read the manu- 
script, may raise an arched eye- 
brow upon learning that Dr. Rice 
has entered the novel field, feel- 
ing that he may be out of his

present is that the critic will be 
in’ for a real surprise when he 
reads Seeking a City!

arrests annually about 40,000 
drugks, San Francisco about 45,- 
000,.and Los. Angeles arrests as 
many as 100,000 in a year. Boston, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Louisville, At- 
lanta, New Orleans, Kansas City, 
Denver—the same problem. Re- 
liable authorities tell us we now 
have in this country nearly 5 mil- 
lion hopeless, helpless, habitual 
drunkards. The number’ grows 
with every passing month. These 
alcoholics jam our hospitals, pack 
our city jails, clog our city courts, 
and burden our public relief agen- 
cies, 


Alcoholic Women 


Repeal has debased American 
women by alcoholism. Twenty~ 
five years ago one out of every 
eight known alcoholics was a 
woman, Today the number is one 
out of four. An article in Reader's 
Digest for April 1956 informs us 
that alcoholism among men has 
risen forty-five per cent and 
among women fifty-two per cent 
since 1940. 


While a member of the staff | 
of Johns’ Hopkins Hospital in| 
Baltimore, Dr. Robert V. Seliger | 
wrote an article for the Woman’s 
Home Companion on drinking 
women. j 


“In my waiting room every 
afternoon there is a group of 
tragic women. They range in 
age from 18 to 70. Some wear 
mink coats; some are obvious- 


ly poor. Mothers and pro- 
lessional women, . teachers, 
nurses, and business girls. ‘ 


But each has the same trag- 
edy .... alcoholism. All over 
the United States more and 
more women are becoming 
victims of alcoholism.” 


If Jesus bore the cross and 
died on it for me, ought I not 
be willing to take it up for 
Him?

He went on to write that 30 to 
40 out of every 100 may be helped 
back to health but, “the others 
are doomed more certainly than 
if they had cancer.” 


Drinking Drivers 


Repeal recruited an army of 
drinking drivers who race our 
streets and highways killing and 
maiming men, women and children 
in a. slaughter that is worse than 
war. 

Dr. Herman A. Heise, a Mil- 
waukee physician and expert on 
the effects of alcohol on driving 
ability, told a joint meeting of the 
Illinois State Bar Association and 
the Illinois State Medical Society 
recently that one ounce of alcohol 
increases a driver's chance for 
accident by 1000 per cent and that 
if alcoho] could be divorced from 
driving, possibly half of the 40,000 
people doomed to die each year 
in traffic accidents would live and 
another half million would be 
spared painful and crippling in- 
juries caused in traffic accidents. 


Augmented Crime 


Repeal has greatly augmented 
crime in America. According to 
FBI reports we are now in the 
greatest crime wave of our his- 
tory. Last year more than two 
and one-half million major crimes 
were committed in this country. 
It was an increase of 13.3 per 
cent over the year before and a 
40 per cent increase over 1946. It 
grows worse with every passing 
month. 

U. S. News and World Report 
for April 19, 1957, tells us that 60 
per cent of the arrests for all 
causes in U. S. cities and towns 
are hauled in annually on charges 
associated with excessive drink- 
ing: drunkenness, drunken driv- 
ing, disorderly conduct and vag- 
rancy. 

Senator Estes Kefauver, after 
a nationwide series of televised 
hearings on crime, wrote a book 
entitled Crime in America, On 
page 21 he states: “Political cor- 
ruption in America seems to have 
sunk to a new low . .« . the dis- 
honour roll of criminals and poli- 
ticians compiled by the Senate 
Crime Committee was a sordid

They 
constituted 24.7 per cent of the 
arrests for robbery, 43.9 per cent 
of thé arrests for receiving stolen 
goods, 50.4 per cent of larceny. 
arrests, 53.9 per cent of burglary 
arrests and 66.4 per cent of arrests 
for stolen cars. Teen-age fights, 
gangs, killings, and gruesome deeds 
form constant newspaper head- 
lines across the nation.

Repeal Revenues 


“But,” someone asks, 
about liquor tax revenues?”

Industrial accidents, 
inefficiency and absenteeism 
caused by it costs the country an- 
other billion dollars. Property 
damages and liability losses in 
traffic accidents caused by myo

ing drivers cost the American car 
owners another billion dollars | 
each year. That’s why I originated 
and pioneered in this country 
lower cost car insurance for tota! 
abstainers that has saved them 
millions of dollars on their car 
insurance. Hospitalization and re- 
lief resulting from drink is like- 
wise enormous. The public deficit 
from -liquor is far greater than 
the public income. 

In Pontiac, Michigan, a survey 
revealed that while the city was 
collecting $17,000 a year in liquor 
taxes it was costing $250,000 
a year in crime, traffic acci- 
dents, dependent families, hospital 


cases and relief resulting from 
liquor drinking. 
In Massachusetts a _ legislative 


committee survey reported in 1945 
that while the flow of liquor in 
the state produced 13 million dol- 
lars in liquor revenues it was cost- 
ing the state 60 million dollars 
each year in traffic accidents, 
crime, industrial losses and public 


relief resulting from the liquor. 


In 1950 the Public Health Di- 
rector of Californig reported that 
while the state was collecting 24 
and one-half million dollars in 
liquor revenues it was costing the 
state 280 million dollars to cope 
with the evil results from drink- 
ing that liquor. 


That’s the answer to your liquor 
tax revenue argument. 


Repeal Found Wanting 
Integrated liquor sales, obtru- 
sive liquor advertising, increased 
liquor consumption, growing pub- 
lic drunkenness, increasing num- 
bers of alcoholic women, maraud- 


ing drinking drivers, swarming 
teen-age hoodlums, augmented 
crime, economic loss—these are 


repeal results. Worse still are the 
broken homes, human degrada- 
tion, broken hearts, ruined lives, 
and spiritual loss. , 

Repeal has been weighed and 
found wanting. 


Returning Prohibition 

Prohibition is coming back. In 
Massachusetts, Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Maine, Ohio and Illi- 
nois, there are thousands of vot- 
ing precincts, towns, townships, 
and districts under prohibition by 
local option. Arkansas has 39 dry 
counties, Alabama 48, North Caro- 
lina 49, Mississippi 53, Georgia 64, 
Kentu¢ky 87, and Texas 142 dry 
counties under local option pro- 
hibition where you cannot buy a 
drop of legal beer, wine or whisky. 

Oak Cliff, consisting of 90 


square miles in the city of Dallas, 


with 65,000 qualified voters, voted 
bone dry recently and according 
to Deputy Chief of Police O. P. 
Wright, it brought a rapid de- 
crease in crime in that area. 

Recently I spoke in Bowling 
Green, Kentucky. My address was 
broadcasted over both local radio 
stations. The next day the city 
and county voted local option pro- 
hibition and outlawed 28 whisky 
stores and 90 beer joints. 

Oklahoma, which already out- 
laws hard liquor sales state wide, 
will vote December 3 in a state- 
wide election on local option for 
beer sales. 

Petitions are now being circu- 
lated in South Dakota calling for 
a state-wide vote on the liquor 
issue. Temperance forces there are 
led by Ray Rushing, a former as- 
sociate and personal friend of 
mine. Ray Rushing saw over 400 
ays of actual combat in 28 


months of World War II service 


with the 36 Infantry Division. He 
was wounded twice and spent 120 
days in one stretch at the front 
without relief. He isn’t afraid to 
fight. He loves God and hates the 
liquor traffic.

verted people may have their sen- 
timental natures thoroughly 
aroused by the dulcet strains of 
the organ or by the sweet sing- 
ing of a trained choir. But this en- 
joyment’ does not necessarily im- 
ply that the spirit is worshiping 
God in reality. Our Lord Himself 
said to the Samaritan woman, 
“God is a Spirit: and they that 
worship, him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth” (John 4:24). 


The highest worship is when 
the saint of God enters by faith 
into the holiest, passing through 
the rent veil and prostrating him- 
self before the throne of the Eter- 
nal, there to gaze with adoring 
love and gratitude upon our bless- 
ed Lord Jesus Christ who now sits 
exalted on the Father’s_ throne. 
There can be no true worship 
apart from our occupation with 
Himself. Outward observances 
may often hinder rather than help 
because there is ever the danger 
of distracting the mind, of fixing 
the attention upon some religious 
performance instead of on Christ 
Himself. It is when the _ spirit 
enters into the stillness, the quiet 
of God’s own presence, there to be 
overwhelmed with a sense of the 
divine holiness and the divine love 
as manifested in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, that we really worship. 


And this is pictured for us very 
beautifully in these first eleven 
verses of Deuteronomy twenty- 
six. We read in verses one and 
two: “And it shall be, when thou 
art come in unto the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee for 
an inheritance, and possessest it, 
and dwellest therein; That thou 
shalt take of the first of all the 
fruit of the earth, which thou 
shalt bring of thy land that the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, and 
shalt put it in a basket, and shalt 
go unto the place which the Lord 
thy God shall choose to place his 
name there.” 


Observe this was something 
that could never be carried out 
in the wilderness, and certainly 
not in Egypt. God says, “When 
thou shalt come in unto the land.” 
As a_ redeemed people, redeemed 
by blood and redeemed by power; 
dwelling in the inheritance which 
God-had given them, the Israelites 
were called to observe this festi- 
val. No unsaved person, no one 
who is still in nature’s darkness 
and in bondage to sin and Satan, 
no one who has not been washed 
from his sins in theeblood of Je- 
sus and raised up together and 
made to sit together in heavenly 
places in Christ can be a true 
worshiper: Men often speak of 
public worship, but this is a mis- 
take. The public cannot worship. 
Worship is a very selective thing, 
and it is the glad privilege of 
those who are complete in Christ. 

Now notice the form their serv- 
ice was to take. They were com- 
manded to bring the first fruits 
of the land which the Lord had 
given them; to put it in a basket; 
and to go to the place where the 
Lord had chosen to set His name. 
How significant all this is. The 
first fruits speak of Christ, Him- 
self, even as we read in I Corinthi- 
ans 15:20: “But now is Christ 
risen from. the dead, and become 
the firstfruits of them that slept.”’ 
Again in verse’ twenty-three: 
“Christ the firstfruits; afterwards 
they that are Christ’s at his com- 
ing.” The first fruits tell of the 
great harvest soon to be gathered 
in, even as a risen Christ has en- 
tered into the presence of God as 


our forerunner, the pledge of the 


ingathering when millions of the 
redeemed will be transformed and 
translated at the moment of His 
return. 


The basket may well speak of 
our poor hearts, straitened indeed 
as we often are in ourselves, and 
yet in which Christ is pleased to 
dwell, “that Christ may dwell in 
your hearts by faith.” We come to 
God with a heart filled with 
Christ, thinking of Him, praising 
Him, occupied alone with Him, re- 
joicing in Jesus Christ and hav- 
ing no Gonfidence in the flesh. 
How God delights to see His peo- 
ple thus before Him. 


I was trying to expound this 
passage some years ago and there 
was a dear little golden-haired 
girl present. On the way home she 
said to her father, “Daddy dear, 
I didn’t have anything in my bas- 
ket for the Lord today.” 


Thinking she had not under- 


stood, the father said, “Well, Flos- 
sy, what do you mean?” 

“I was so busy,” she said, “go- 
ing to school and playing, that I 
didn’t put anything in my basket.” 

“You didn’t?” the father asked, 


still not sure that she had under- 
stood.

“Out of the mouth of babes 
and sucklings thou hast perfected 
praise’ (Matt. 21:16). Yes, a heart 
filled with Christ; that constitutes 
a worshiper. 

Of old there was only one place 
where the first fruits could be 
presented and that was at the 
place where God had set His 
name, where the tabernacle had 
been pitched, or later on, the tem- 
ple built, and where He dwelt be- 
tween the cherubim. Now it is to 
no earthly sanctuary we are in- 
vited to come, but the word is, 
“Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by 
the blood of Jesus, By a new and 
living way, which he hath conse- 
crated for us, through the veil, 
that is to say, his flesh; And hav- 
ing an high priest over the house 
of God; Let us draw near. with 
a,true heart in full assurance of 
faith, having our Hearts sprinkled 
from an evil conscience, and our 
bodies washed with pure water” 
(Heb. 10:19-22). Neither in Jeru- 
salem, nor in some temple on a 
Samaritan mountain do we find 
God, but as a spiritual people, we 


enter in spirit into His immediate, 


presence, and there present our 
first fruits. 

Accompanied with the presenta- 
tion, we have the confession as in 
verse three: “And thou shalt go 
unto the priest that shall be in 
those days, and say unto him, I 
profess this day unto the Lord thy 
God, that I am come unto the 
country which the Lord sware 
unto our fathers for to give us.” 
It was a recognition and an ac- 
knowledgment of the fact that 
there had not failed one word of 
all God’s good promise. And so to- 
day as a worshiping company, we 
gladly confess that we have by 
faith entered into_the inheritance 
which is ours in Christ. 

The priest is another picture of 
our Lord Jesus Christ Himself. 
We read, “The priest shall take 
the basket out of thine hand, and 
set it down before the altar of the 
Lord thy God” (vs. 4). It is our 
ereat High Priest who presents to 
God our worship and praises, and 
it is His perfection which alone 
can make our feeble adoration 
acceptable to the Father. 

No thought of merit was to be 
in the mind of the Israelite and 
sively there can be none with us. 
We are saved'by grace apart from 
works, and so have nothing of 
which to boast. Their confession 


-was most abject: 


“A Syrian ready to perish was 
my father, and he went down into 
Egypt, and sojourned there with 
a few, and became there a nation, 
great, mighty, and populous; And 
the Equptians evil entreated us, 
and afflicted us, and laid upon us 
hard bondage >And when we cried 
unto the rd God of our fathers, 
the Lord \heard our voice, and 
looked on our affliction, and our 
labour, and our oppression: And 
the Lord brought us forth out of 
Raynt with a mighty hand, and 
with an outstretched arm, and 
with great terribleness, and with 
signs, and with wonders: And he 


hath brought us into this place, 
and hath given us this land, even 
a land that floweth with milk and 
honey. And now, behold, I have 
brought the firstfruits of the land, 
which thou, O Lord, hast given 
me. And thou shalt set it before 
the Lord thy God, and worship 
before the Lord thy God.’—Deut. 
26 :5-10. 


What an acknowledgment was 
this that they owed every blessing 
to divine grace! They merited 
nothing, they purchased nothing, 
but all came to them through the 
wondrous lovingkindness of the 
Lord. And so in response to that 
matchless mercy, they brought the 
first fruits and set them down be- 
fore Him, rejoicing in His pres- | 
ence because. of all the good things 
He had lavished upon them. Shall | 
we not emulate them this morn- 
ing as we think of a nobler in- 
heritance, a greater

But what does verse 31 say in 
this Olivet discourse of Jesus 
recorded in Matthew 24? “And he 
shall send his angels with a great 
sound of a trumpet, and they shall 
gather together his elect from 
the four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other.” Who are 
“his elect’? They are God's chosen 
nation, the Jews. They are the 
Israelites, the seed of Abraham, 
of which Romans 11:2 tells us, 
“God hath not cast away his peo- 
ple which he foreknew.” Indi- 
viduals may be elected fo some 
particular service and ministry to 
God. Only Israel is prophesied to 


be’ restored to their land. The, 


elect here mentioned are the Jews. 

What kind of a restoration of 
the Jews will this be? It will be 
a miraculous’ gathering, when 
God’s own angels will gather all 
the Jews. With a great sound of 
a trumpet, this miraculous event 
will take every Jew from every 
country in the world and bring 
him to Palestine at once. 

This has not occurred. Accord- 
ing to the Scripture above, it will 
occur only “immediately after the 
tribulation of those days” (verse 
29). So the things that are now 
occurring, to Israel and the world, 
are not “the budding of the fig 
tree” mentioned by the Lord Je- 
sus in Matthew 24:32, 33. 

Some years ago Editor Meldau 
of the Christian Victory magazine 
wrote twelve men whom he re- 
garded leading Bible teachers in 
America the question as to wheth- 
er the founding of the litfle na- 
tion Israel was the prophesied 
“budding of the fig tree” of 
Matthew 24. I had the honor of 
being included in the group. I was 
pleased to find that the big ma- 
jority of those Bible teachers, in- 
cluding the beloved H. A. Iron- 
side, said that the little nation 
Israel is not the prophesied bud- 
ding of the fig tree and that the 
promised regathering of Israel is 
not now occurring.

as it is written, There shall come 
out of Sion the Deliverer, and 
shall turn away ungodliness from 
Jacob.” (Rom, 11:25, 26). So Ab- 
raham’s descendants, the Jews, 


are to be returned to Palestine; 


Jesus, the son of David, is to sit 
on. David’s throne; the Jews left 
alive are to be converted. 


Now let us state the question 
again. Is the gathering of Jews 
now in Palestine the fulfillment 
or the partial fulfillment of the 
prophecies of the restoration of 
Israel to their land? No, it is not. 

Consider the following Scrip- 
tures: 


Universal Regathering By Angels 
In Future 


1. In Matthew 24:31, speaking 
of the returning Saviour, we are 
told, “‘And he shall send his an-¢ 
gels with a great sound of a 
trumpet, and they shall gather to- 
gether his elect from the four 
winds, from one end of heaven to 
the_other.” But the Jews gather- 


‘ed by Zionists have not been gath- 


ered by angels. The present gath- 
ering was not accompanied by the 
great sound of a trumpet. It did 
not include all the Jews. The re- 
gathering now taking place is in- 
cidental, fragmentary, and natu- 
ral. It is not the prophesied event, 
the complete, miraculous, and to- 
tal regathering of Israel, which 
was prophesied in Matthew 24:31. 


Israel to Turn to God at Christ’s 
Return, Then Be Regathered 


2. Consider Deuteronomy 30:1- 
6. This is one of the first and one 
of the clearest prophecies of the 
return of the nation Israel] to 
Palestine. After a great’ discussion 
of the plagues and the captivity 
and the scattering that would 
come to Israel because of their 
sigs, then God’s Word tells of 
their restoration. 

“And it shall come to pass, 
when all these things are come 
upon thee, the blessing and the 
curse, which I have set before 
thee, and thou shalt call them to 


_mind among all the nations, whith- 


er the Lord thy God hath driv- 
en thee, And shalt return unto the 
Lord thy God, and shalt_ obey his 
voice according to all that I com- 
mand thee this day, thou and thy 
children, with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul; That then 
the Lord thy God will turn thy 
captivity, and have compassion up- 
on thee, and will return and gath- 
er thee from all the nations, 
whither the Lord thy God hath 
scattered thee. If any of thine be 
driven out unto the outmost parts 
of heaven, from thence will the 
Lord thy God gather thee, and 
from thence will he fetch thee: 
And the Lord thy God will bring 
thee into the land which thy 
fathers possessed, and thou shalt 
possess it; and he will do thee 
good, and multiply thee above thy 
fathers. And the Lord thy God 


-will circumcise thine heart, and 


the heart of thy seed, to love the 
Lord thy God with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul, that thou 
mayest live.” 


Will you note certain facts 
made clear in this clear state- 
ment from the Word of God. 

First, this restoration of Israel 
Which is promised will occur when 
the Jews call to mind God’s warn- 
ings and promises,‘‘and shalt re- 
turn unto the Lore’ thy God, and 
shalt obey his voice according to 
all that I command thee this day, 
thou and thy children, with all 
thine heart, and with all thy 
soul.”” The prophesied restoration 
of Jews to Palestine will come aft- 
er the Great Tribulation, as we 
are told in Matthew 24:29, when 
the Jews in their hearts turn to 
seek God. This does not neces- 
sarily mean that they will have 
been already saved, but they will 
be penitent and troubled and hon- 
estly seeking God and trying to 
obey God. 

Second, verse 3 in this. pas- 
sage tells us that “then the Lord 
thy God will turn thy captivity, 
and have compassion upon thee, 
and will RETURN and _ gather 
thee from all the nations... .” 
The Lord Himself will return. The 
regathering of Israel will be at 
the return of the Lord, not be- 
fore. We do not ‘mean at the 
rapture when Christ calls the 
saints out to meet Him in the air 
and takes us to Heaven. We mean 
when Christ Himself comes from 


Heaven to establish His throne at 
Jerusalem, judge the nations, and 
convert Israel. Then when He 
returns, He “will return and gath- 
er” Israel. Just as in Matthew 
24 :29-32, so here, the prophesied 
regathering of Israel will be in 
connection with the personal, 
bedily return at the “day of the 
Lord” when Jesus comes back to 
reign on the earth. 


Third, it is.clear that the re- 
gathering will be a total regath- 
ering. “If any of thine be driven 
out unto the outmost parts of 
heaven, from thence will the Lord 
thy God gather thee, and from 
thence will he fetch thee.” It will 
be a supernatural and a total re- 
gathering, this Scripture says. And 
then the Jews will be brought 
“into the land which thy fathers 
possessed,” they are told. ° 

Next, in connection with the 
same event will be the conversion 
of Israel, as we are plainly told 
that the Lord will circumcise their 
hearts. 


That means that the partial re- 
turn of a few unconverted Jews 
to Palestine, at present, is not the 
prophesied regathering which will 
be supernatural and total, will 
occur at the return of Christ in 
glory to reign, and will involve 
the conversion of the Jews. 


Regathering of Israel to Be at 
Christ’s Return and Reign 


3. Consider also the plain proph- 
ecies in Isaiah 11. There we 
are told that Jesus, “a rod out of 
the stem of Jesse, and a Branch 

.., Will come to reign during 
the millennium. Now read Isaiah 
11:10-12, “And in that day there 
shall be a root of Jesse, which 
shall stand for an ensign of the 
people; to it shall the Gentiles 
seek: and his rest shall be glor- 
ious. And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord shall set 
his hand again the second time 
to recover the remnant of his peo- 
ple, which shall be left, from As- 
syria, and from Egypt, and from 
Pathros, and from Cush, and from 
Elam and from Shinar, and from 
Hamath, and from the islands of 
the sea. And he shall set up an 
ensign for the nations, and shall 
assemble the outcasts of Israel, 
and gather together the dispersed 
of Judah from the four corners 
of the earth.” 


Here we are plainly told that 
Jesus Himself will come, “And it 
shall come to pass in that day, 
that the Lord shall set his hand 
again-the second time to recover 
the remnant of his people... .” 
It will be at the time of Christ’s 
coming when Israel will be re- 
gathered. Then He, Jesus, “shall 
assemble the outcasts of Israel, 
and gather together the dispersed 
of Judah from the four corners of 
the earth.” Note that this regath- 
ering, at the return of Christ, will 
be total; it will not be done by 
men, but will be done by God 
through His angels. 


“In His Days Judah Shall Be 
Saved...” 
4. Many other Scriptures teach 
the same thing. Consider Jere- 


miah 23:5, 6, which tells us of. 


the regathering of Israek at the 
return of Christ: 


“Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that I will raise unto 
David a righteous Branch, and a 
King shall reign and prosper, and 
shall execute judgment and jus- 
tice in the earth. In his days Ju- 
dah shall be saved, and Israel 
shall dwell safely: and this is his 
name whereby he shall be called, 
THE LORD OUR RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS.” 

Again Scripture makes it clear 
that it will be when Christ re- 
turns to reign, as a Branch from 
David's roots, then “In his days 
Judah shall be saved, and Israel 
shall dwell safely.” The nation Is- 
rael will then be restored. So the 
Jews. now in Palestine, and the 
small nation there called Israel, 
are not the fulfillment of the pro- 
pheeies of the restoration of Is- 
rael, 


Gathered From the Heathen When} 


Christ Shall Be King Over Jews 


5. Consider the promise _ in 
Ezekiel 37:21, 22. Several times 
in Ezekiel the regathering of Is- 
rael is mentioned. But these two 
verses, all part of one long sen- 
tence, tell us plainly that the re- 
gathering of Israel will be in con-' 


nection with the return and the 
reign of Christ. 


the Lord God; Behold, I will take 
the children of Israel from among 
the heathen, whither they be gone, 
and will gather them on every 
side, and bring them into their 
own land: And I will make them 
one nation in the land upon the 
mountains of Israel; and one king 
shall be king ,to them all: and 
they shall be no more two nations, 


“And say unto them, Thus saith 


neither shall they be divided into 
two kingdoms any more at all.” 

Further in the same passage 
verse 24 says, “And David my ser- 
vant shall be king over them,” 
referring to Jesus, Son of David, 
and the greater David. 


Thus we safely conclude that 
the regathering of Israel which 
is prophesied in the Bible will oc- 
cur after the rapture, after the 
tribulation, at the personal return 
of Christ to reign on the earth.

Another Scripture which brings 
light on this question is in Acts 
3:20, 21: 

“And he shall send Jesus Christ, 
which before was preached unto 
you: Whom the heaven must re- 
ceive until the times of restitution 
of all things, which God hath spo- 
ken by the mouth of all his holy 
prophets since the world began.” 

Here we see that “the times 
of restitution of all things,” 
which God has prophesied, which 
means the fulfillment of the Abra- 
hamic covenant, the fulfillment of 
His covenant with David, the ful- 
fillment of His promises about 
the reign of Christ, and the ful- 
fillment of His promises about 
the restoration of Israel—these 
times of restitution will come only 
when Jesus returns.

Ill. Is the Nation Israel, Tak- 
ing Up a Part of Palestine 
and Part of Jerusalem, a 
Sign of the End of the 
Age and the Soon Com- 
ing of Jesus Christ? 

The answer to our third ques- 
tion, stated above, must be no. 
Nothing that now happens in 
Palestine is a sign that the end 
of the age approaches, a sign of 
the second coming of Christ. This 
is true for the following plain 
reasons: 


Israel Not Sign of Christ’s Coming 
Because Promised Regathering 
Has Not Yet Occurred 
1. The little nation Israel is 
not the regathering of the Jews 
which was prophesied in the Bi- 
ble. That was shown above. With 
less than a million people altogeth- 
er, about as many as are in Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul together or 
Dallas and Fort Worth together, 
less than the population of either 
Philadelphia or Detroit or Los 
Angeles, Palestine now has only a 
small fraction of the Jews in the 
world. But when Jesus comes and 
sends His angels out to gather 
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; 
’

ing. In the Olivet discourse in that 
same twenty-fourth chapter of 
Matthew which we have been 
studying, in verse 42 Jesus said, 
“Watch therefore: for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth 
come.” Jesus was to be expected 
at any moment. No _ prophesied 
event was scheduled to come be- 
fore the rapture of the saints, 
when Jesus should raise the Chris- 
tian dead and change the Chris- 
tian living, and catch them up to- 
gether for the honeymoon in Hea-

The Word “Sign” Never Refers to 
Any Preceding Evidence of 
Christ’s Coming 


3. But to suggest there are 
signs which will indicate the soon 
coming of Christ and the ap- 
proaching end of the age, is to

wholly misunderstand the word 
“sign.” 

In this same Olivet discourse of 
Jesus, as given in Matthew, chap- 
ter 24, in verse 3 the disciples had 
asked the question, “Tell us, when 
shall these things be? and what 
shall be the sign of thy coming, 
and of the end of the world?” 
But “the sign of thy coming” sim- 
ply means “the wonder, the mar- 
vel, the miracle, the supernatural 
manifestation .of thy coming.” 
That is what the Greek word 
means. 


Therefore, we need not be sur- 
prised when in verses 29 and 30 
we are told that “Immediately 
after the tribulation of those days 
and then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in hea- 
ven: and then shall all the tribes 
of the earth mourn, and they shall 
see the Son of man coming in 
the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory.” The sign, the 
marvel, the wonder, the miracle, 
the supernatural manifestation 
was that people would actually 
see the Lord Jesus coming in 
power and great glory from Hea- 
ven. It is not that they would see 
some evidence ahead of time as 
to when Christ would come. That 
is not promised. The sign or mir- 
acle or wonder is the coming of 
Christ Himself, as we can plainly 
see from this passage. So when 
God talks about the sign of 
Christ’s coming, He does not refer 
to some events, evidences and 
tokens given ahead of time to in- 
dicate the second coming of Christ 
or the end of the age. 


The Question Discussed Was Not 
the Rapture But Events “After 
the Tribulation” 


4. We must remember that 
what the apostles were asking Je- 
sus was not for information about 
the rapture, but information 
about the later phase of the re- 
turn of Christ to regather Jews 
and set up His kingdom, You see, 
Jews were - properly concerned 
mainly about the restoration of 
their nation, the conversion of 
the Jews, the setting up of the 
Davidie kingdom, the fulfillment 
of God’s covenant with Abraham, 
etc. The Old Testament is full of 
these themes. It is not surprising 
that even after the resurrection 
of Christ the apostles asked him 
in Acts 1:6, “Lord, wilt thou at 
this time restore again the king- 
dom to Israel?” So here in Mat- 


thew 24:3 after hearing that the 
buildings of the temple should be 
torn down, the discipleg asked, 
“When shall these things be?” 
Here the prophecy and the ques- 
tion refer, no doubt, to the de- 
struction of Jerusalem in A, D, 70 
under Titus. 


And the next two questions 
were, “And what shall be the sign 
(or wonderful manifestation] of 
thy coming [to set up the king- 
dom and reign on the earth after 
the tribulation], and of the end 
of the world?” That is, they want- 
ed to know about the manifesta- 
tion that would come at the end 
of this age, the times of the Gen- 
tiles, when the tribulation would 
be over, the Gentile kingdoms des 
stroyed, and when Christ would 
come and set up His own kingdom 
at “the day of the Lord,” so often 
foretold in the Old Testament. 


Nothing in the question had 
to do with the rapture or things 
concerning the rapture. 

So we are not surprised when 
we read in verses 29 and 30 the 


answer: “Immediately after the 
tribulation of those days shall 
the sun be darkened, and the 


moon shall not give her light, and 
the stars shall fall from heaven, 
and the powers of the heavens 
shall be shaken: And then -shall 
appear the sign of the Son of man 
in heaven: and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and 
they shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory.” All 
this is “immediately after the 
tribulation.” Then verse 31 says 


that Jesus “shall send his angels - 


with a great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds, from 
one end of heaven to the other.’ 
Sd the regathering of Israel, like 
the public manifestation of Christ, 
will come .after the tribulation 
time, long after the rapture, and 
they are not signs of the rapture; 
they follow the rapture and there 
could be no _ prophesied event 
ahead of time which would fofre- 
tell the rapture. 


So events in Palestine now have 
no prophetic significance. They do 
not indicate that the end of the 
age will come at any particular 
time, and they do not have any 
indication at all as to when Je- 
sus may come. He may come be- 
fore you read this article through. 
He may not come for hundreds
